Wonderful Discoveries Made by 
Engineers in Mexico.

SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST DE- 
TECTIVES. 


‘Bush the Burglar Accuses Harris 
and Jennings of Standing In 
with Him—His Story Oorrob- 
orated by His Pal Clarke - Judge 
Cheney to -Investigate the 
Charges. 


Two youthful crooks, George Bush 
and James Clarke,succeeded in creating 
a sensation in Judge Cheuey’s court 
yesterday by making startling charges 
concerning some well-known officers of 
the city. They are charges which, if 
true, will destroy the mon charged and 


planned system of burglary, the cool 
devilishness of which takes one’s 
breath away, | 
The young criminals were arraigned 
upon acharge of having burglarized 
the residence of Willits Paris, No. 129 
Ninth street, February 28th. When 
called before the bar they both waived 
time for pleading and announced them- 
selves ready to enter a plea of guilty 
and be sentenced at once. udge | 
Cheney fixed the degree of the crime 
at burglary in the second degree, and 
asked Bush if he had any legal reason 
why sentence should not be passed. 
Some little surprise was evinced when 
Bush said he desired to make a sworn 
statement. Deputy Clerk Crane ad- 
ministered the oath to him, whereupon 
the following remarkable examination 
took place, the questions being put by 
Mr. Hardesty and Mr. McComas: 
BUSH’S STATEMENT, . 
By Mr. Hardesty: What is your 
name? 
A.: George W. Bush. . 
Q.: Where do you live? 
A.: Los Angeles. 
Q.: How long have you lived here? 
A.: About four years; three or four 


years. 

Q.: What has been your business or 
occupation since you came here? 

A.: Well, stealing, as a genera! rule. 
[Sensation. ] 

.: Now make any statement con- 
cerning these facts that you choose to 
the Court? 

A.: Well, shortly after my arrival 
in this city I became acquainted with 
William Levy, a second-hand dealer in 
this city. He had a place on Upper 
Main street. And shortly afterward 
he made me acquainted with a detect- 
ive here in town by the name of Har- 
ris — Emil Harris. Aud shortly 
after 1 became acquainted with 
one Jennings— Charlie Jennings — 
and probably a month or two 
afterward I was in Levy’s place of 
business, and he told me that Mr. Har- 
ris was running for an office, and that 
he wanted help to get in. Well, he 
wanted me to go down here to a cer- 
tain place and get some stuff and give 
to them, so as they could turn it over 
for the reward, and get the office 
through this. 
to a young man by the name of Will- 
iams, I believe. Together with him I 
t the stuff, and turned it over to Mr. 
vy and Jennings and Harris; and 
they returned it to the owner for the 
reward. Mr. Harris shortly afterward 
got the position he was looking for. A 
few months afterward he sent for me 
and told me he was placed in.a posi- 
tion now that he do 
wanted me to do work for him; that is, 
to steal for him; and he would take the 
stuff, and if he didn’t want it himself 
why he would return it for the re- 
ward. He was principally anx- 
ious to t diamonds and 
jewelry some kind or another. 
So it went along for quite a while, 
and finally I went to Jennings, and he 
took me round and showed me differ- 
ent places he wanted me to rob, and 
bring him the stuff. The principal 

lace he went to was Dr. Owens’s 
lace on Pearl street. He was anxious 
to have this place shown, to have it 
robbed. I wentand told him it was 
impossible to have that done. He told 
me I wasacoward. Anything I would 
get, why, I would ge them, and 
they would give me whatever they 
saw fit for it. If I took them a chain 
worth twenty-five or thirty dollars, 
they. would give me $3 for it, pretend 
it was putin pawn, and néver have 
enough money to get it out. If it was 
worth 850 I would get about two— 
enough for ny existence, and a very 
poor existed at that. I have tried 
to make eno to leave the city; I 
could not do it. They have often 
showed me places to do up, that is to 
rob: took me round time and time 
again, on the street car, generally, to 
different places; and F did so. At one 
of the places out here we got some 
diamonds, large diamonds, that were 
worth probably seventy-five or a hun- 
dred dollars. They gave me $10 for 
it. That is, they made it in two pay- 
ments—gave me $5, and about the time 
the 85 was run through with, why, 
they would give me the other$. And 
Jennings, he was continually having 
me—wanting me to do this and do 
that.

JUDGE CHENEY WILL INVESTIGATE. 

When the examination” was con- 
cluded, Judge Cheney said that the 
revelations by the defendants are so 
serious that he would take time for 
further investigation and eonsider- 
ation; he therefore postponed the 
sentence until Thursday morning at 10 
o’clock. 

Harris and Jennings both say that 
the stories told by Bush and Clarke are 
false, and that the whole thing is a 
put up job.

The Strange Story of the Alleged 
Romance—Mr. Brewster Says Ie

A complaint was sent to San Diego 
from this city Saturday gast, to be 
fled in thé Superior Court of that 
county, which will create somewhat of, 
a sensation there, owing to the promi- 
nence ot the defendant. It is an ac- 
tion for $50,000 damages, brought 
against Horace I. Brewster of San 
Diego, proprietor of the Hotel Brewster

The complaint sets forth that until 
January llth, of this year, Mrs. Emma 
Klahn was the wife of the plaintiff. | 
That on or about August 1, 1886, while. \ 
the plaintiff was living happily with 
his, wife in San Francisco, the defend- 


ing to injure the plaintiff, and to de- 
prive him of the comfort, society and 
assistance of his wife, maliciously en- 
ticed her away from him to San Diego, 
and detained and harbored her 
there against his wishes, and that it 
was not known to him until November 
1, 1889. That he has been damaged 
and suffered by this to the extent of © 
$25,000. He further complains that 


was his wife, and on or about August 
3. 1886, at San Diego, and on divers 
other days and dates, the defendant 
debauched and carnally knew his wife 
without bis knowledge or consent, and 
that he has been damaged by this to 
the extent of 825,000. He therefore. 
prays for judgment against the defend- 
ant for $50.000. 

In connection with this complaint a 
reporter yesterday ascertained 
that Mr. Klahn was granted a divorce 
from his wife January 11th of this 
year in Los Angeles by Judge Wade, 
in Department No. 3 of the Superior 
Court. The charge brought by him 
against his wife was adultery, and the 
co-respondent in the case was Mr. 
Brewster. It went by default, and the 
testimony adduced was considered 
sufficient by the Court to substantiate 
the charges. 

Mr. Kiabn’s first knowledge of the 
faithlessness of his wife came from 
herself, and the story of the romance 
is a sufficiently strange one. 

In 1886 Mr. Kiahn was a cigar manu- 
facturer in San Francisco, happy and 
prosperous. At present he has suffered 
reverses, and is engaged in a grocery 
and cigar business on Pico street, in 
this city, his domestic happiness a 
wreck. In 1886 Mr. Brewster was also 
in San Francisco, and had not at that 
time made much money. He was a 
contractor in a small way, and an in- 
veterate smoker, as well as a hand- 
some man. He bought cigars at Mr, 
Klahn’s place of business, and an ac- 
uaintance n which ripened into 
friendship. He was finally i 


About this time Mrs. Klahn com- 
plained of the climate of San Fran- 
cisco, and at last thought a chan 
to her health. 
ether San Diego was suggested b 
Mr. Brewster or Mr. Klahn does ra 
now appear, but it was arranged by the 
affectionate husband that his wife 
should go to San Diego for a time, and 
she started away well supplied with 
funds torender her stay a pleasant 


one. Mrs. Kiahn is quite a good- 
looking vomas, 30 or 85 
years of age, with a trim 


figure, well educated and pleasant in 
her manners. Not very long after she 
left San Francisco Mr. Brewster de- 
cided to go to San Diego. It was the 
boom season there, and he soon se- 
cured contrants and began a prosper- 
ous career there which has resulted in 
the accumulation of wealth and prom- 


inence. 


Mr. Klahn remained in San Fran- 
cisco and attended to business. Sev- 
eral times his wife returned from 
Diego, and always found the San 
Francisco climate too much for her 
stating that she felt she would die it 
she remain It thus came about 
that she alwys returned to San Diego, 
her husband supplying her wants, and 
even keeping his friend Brewster in 
good cigars. He went down once or 
twice to San Diego, and while he dis- 
liked the separation from his wife, con- 
sidered it best for her and made the. 
best of it. 

Time passed until the fall of 1889, 
and in the mean time Mr. Klahn suf- 
fered financial reverses, and came to 
Los Angeles. One day his wife came 
up from San Diego, and during her 


been faithless to her marriage vows. 
Until that time he had been in igno- 
rance, he claims, of anything that 
would even lead him to suspect that 
bis wife was not true. The divorce

en trauspired.“ according to Mrs. 
Kiabn’s story, documentary other 
evidence, that she had been leading a 
double life for nearly two years. It 18 
alleged that while in San Francisco 
she passed as Mrs. Klahn; in San 
Diego she was known. as Mrs. Brewe-

The complainants state their ability 
o show that for a time she lived ina 
residence with Mr. Brewster as his 
wife, and that afterward he had rooms 
near her own in an apartment-house, 
where she was known as Mrs, 
and Mr. Brewster was known as her 
cousin. Finally she was installed as 
the housekeeper of the Hotel Brewster. 

At last, while Mr. Brewster wag in. 
the East, a quarrel arose between the 
housekeeper and the manager of the 
hotel, and she was allowed to go in- 
stead of the manager. It is claimed 
that this termination of the relation- . 
ship was acceptable to Mr. Brewster, 
and that he had been willing that such 
should be the outcome, a prospective 
matrimouial alliance being the secret 
motive influencing him. Shortly after 
this Mrs. Klahn came to Los Angeles 
and the dénouement followed. 

It is learned that Mr. Brewster de- 
nies the allegations made in the com- 
plaint, and proposes to fight the case 
to the bitter end, claiming that it is 
only a blackmailing scheme by which 
it is expected to secure money from

“ANNUAL MEETING OF ann 
TRACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


Addresses by State and County 
Superintendents Moitt and Sea- 
iman—Interesting Papers Read 


by Several of the Teachers—| 


Resolutions Adopted — Today’s 
‘Programme, 


The annual County Teachers“ Insti- 
tute convened at Turnverein Hall yes- 
terday morning. 
At 10 o’clock County Superintendent 
W. W. Seaman called the meeting to 
order and addressed the teachers as 
follows. 
SUPT. SEAMAN’S ADDRESS. 
Fellow-teachers: As the presiding officer 
upon this occasion, I have the pleasure of 
extending a most cordial welcome to every 
teacher and to every friend of education 
present. I recognize that this assembly 
cdhstitutes, in a very large degree, the ed u- 
cational force and power of this great 
county, and that, in ciosing your various de- 
partments and assembling here you have, 


each, the unqnestionable right to ask, what 

am 1 to receive? 
It is not enough that we have graduated 
‘from professional schools, or that we have 
had careful training for our work. It is 
through the channels of the teachers 

— 12 mind touches mind, and 
thought begets thought, that the greatest 
good will ever flow, , 

Mr. Seaman regretted that this State 
does vot make appropriations for a 
corps of skilled institute instructors, 
but expressed the hope that this would 
— by the Legislature of 


He congratulated the members of 
the County Institute that they were 
able to unite with the State associa- 
tion, and listen to the discussion of 
some of the ablest educators of the 
State.. 

feel.“ said he, that when we re- 
sume work it will be with a fuller 
knowledge of those vital principles 
which underlie true education, and 
with a broader comprehension of the 
great scheme of public instruction.“ 

The teachers were exhorted to be 
more careful in classifications. ‘Let 
mental stature, not physical; the 
teachers’ judgment, not the parents’, 
rule you in this work,“ said he. 

“The standard for the teacher today 
is high, and we must attain it or give 
place to those who can. 
we do so near the close of the nine- 
-. teenth century, while no human hand 

can reveal the future, we may still in- 

dulge the hope that those committed 
to our charge may be so trained and 
- cultured as to enjoy in fullest measur 
the coming revelation.” 
He stated that the schools of the 
county were never in a better condi- 
tion. In 1888 but 56 pupils graduated 
‘from the vinth year; in 1889 this num- 
ber was increased to 132. and he pre- 
dicted a much larger class for 1890. 

He desired that the teachers should 
follow as closely as possibie the county 
course of study. He announced that 


. tthe State board is now at work upon a 


‘course of study for the whole State, 
which uniformity of instruction he be- 
lieved would be vastly beneficial. 
The necessity of ‘commencement 
@xercises’’ was emphasized as a potent 
‘influence in stimulating students 
ot lower grades to greater 


and, in the rearing of the superstruc- 
ture, it is ours, feilow-teachers, to see 
that naught but sound material finds 
a place. Young in years, yet strong 
in every element of educational power, 
‘California moves proudly forward to 
. take her destined place at the head of 
the American States in all matters 
pertaining to public education.” 

PRESIDENT ENNIS’S ADDRESS. 

He was followed by Charles L. En- 
nis, president of the County Board of 
Education. Mr. Ennis spoke earnestly 
on the influence of the teacher upon 
the moral as well as intellectual 
growth of the child.. He believed that 
the workin the schoolroom must sup- 
plement, and even counteract the home 
iwatruction. 

} “The growing mind,“ said he, “like 
0 the growing body, needs wholesome 
food and exercise, and its faculties, 
like physical powers, are strengthened 
by use. The mind, like the body, 
makes its growth principally in child- 
hood, and like the body, it needs to be 
assisted and direc in its earlier 
efforts at activity.“ 

He believed the greater part of 
the evil of the world was the 
result, not of defective school sys- 
tems, but of detrimental home in- 
fluences, and to overcome this was the 
gigantic task of popular education. 

e highly complimented the normal 
schools on the efficiency with which 
they trained teachers. The time is 
not far distant,” he continued, when 
these schools must supply our State 
with all her teachers. As a step in 
that direction, I believe the 2 * 
tion ot teachers for certificates should 
now be vested in the normal schools 
instead of in county boards of educa- 
tion. This plan would bave the ad- 
vantage of being more uniform; be- 
sides, it would relieve teachers re- 
peated examinations, ard would dis- 
pense with the accusation now some- 
times heard that those who pass on 
teachers’ qualifications are themselves 
ineompetent to judge.”’ 


STATE SUPERINTENDENT HOITT’S AD- 
DRESS. | 
State Superintendent Ira G. Hoitt 
was then introduced and spoke briefly. 
zee following is a résumé of his ad- 
dress: |

No book can obviate the necessity of 
traveling the road „f knowledge in person, 
Thus, if a book be on the management of 
tbe we may of it — — error 
an quickly the management of 
this useful animal. But after such

mounted for the first time upon the bronco, 
the book scholar is little more at home than 
one who had never seen a book on the man- 
agement of the horse, 

Ode may learn the management of a 
horse without a book, but one cannot learn 
the management of a horse without the 


orse, 

Knowledge is acquired from things and 
action, The book may show the shortest 
Way to get it. The world of matter and mo- 
tion is Nature. It is to Nature, then, that 
we must always finally appeal for knowl- 


edge. 

The true teacher takes thought of this 
and searches ever to put the hand of the 
pupil into that of Nature 
he difficulties, however, of achieving 
this are great—very great, indeed. Every 
method proposed, either directly or indi- 
rectly, to remove this separation of the 
teacher and pupil‘from the influence of Na- 
ture should be tried. One such method is 
the excellent suggestion of Supt. Hoitt for 
an arbor day. In sun a day of planting all 
must come into touch with Nature, and in 
such a way that the touch may become a 
binding bond. 2 

The child who plants a tree will not soon 
forget it, and with judicious suggestion 
from the teacher, may come to care for and 
climb it. Thearbor days and ciass_tree- 
pianting days in some of our Estern States 
have come be beautiful festivals. The 
ceremony consisis in creating a life whose 

rowth is double—one material, in accumu- 
ating layers of wood, andthe other spirit- 
ual, sending deep into the heart roots 
of à love for Nature. 

The tree is useful, beautiful, and some- 
times absolutely necessary. In this latter 
case narrow individual self-interest is in- 
capable of 0 brought to plant or pre- 
serve forests. For this we must have an 
intelligent information on forestry, together 
with a just regard for the wel- 
fare of t whole people. How better 
can we lead the coming generation 
to this than through the interest every one 
takes in a growing life from their own 
hands in a tree pianted? 

In Southern California deforested moun- 
tains mean increased intensity of drouth 
in summer and fiercer floods in winter. 

Other countries have been injured or de- 
stroyed by undue forest denudation, What 
bas been may be again. ‘ 

Let us, then, hive an arborday. Should 
this be estabi shed this year it would be 
well to have ench child bring a bottle of 
water to use in planting its tree. Every 
Californian should plant at least one tree a 

ear. An arbor day will do much to stimu- 
late tree planting. 

For my mite in this direction, I will 
present, upon the notice of the County Su- 
perintendent, 10,000 trees to the school 
children of Los Angeles county.

Monday. — Development 
students have brought specimens, and the 
halt hour is spent in oral janguage work, 
getting from the pupils all possible state- 
ments relative to its structure and habits. 

luesday. — Reproduction lesson. The 
students write from an outline prepared by 
the instractor what they have told orally 
the previous day. 

Wednesday. — Criticism lesson. Have 
five or six papers copied on the board. The 
teacher should not aim to correct all mis- 
takes, but center the attention of the class 
on those most common to all. 

r — Drawing lesson. Draw 
from the object, not from pictures, And 
this work, he believed, was the true means 
of application and teaching this subject. 
Too much time is spent in copying pictures, 
with little or no benefit to the student, 

Friday. dissecting lesson. Let the 
students dissect the specimen and mount it 
beside their drawings of the previous day, 
and attach both to the written work pre- 
viously done. 

He exhibited samples of this science 
work, taken from the Various grades 
of the Pasadena schools, which show 
that the work can be made a success, 
~~ if but little time can be devoted 

it. 

After a short recess the institute 
was favored with a vocal solo by Miss 
Corinne King of San Gabriel. 

Prof. L. D. Brown then spoke on 
‘Patriotic Education.” The following 
is an outl:ne of his address: 

PATRIOTIC EDUCATION. 

“It seems that to know our country is 
to love her. Therefore, the first thing 
todo is to give our schools a concept of 
our country. So the study of physical 
geography should be taught in the 
scientific light of history. There is a 
grand sentiment roused in the heart of 
the teacher when he contemplates that 
he stands arm and arm with the hun- 
dred thousand instructors of our con- 
tinent that are rearing a race to honor 
the flag. | 

“The love of country is one ofthe 
grandest sentiments that can be at- 
tained by a “human being, so make a 
scholar feel that every star and every 
stripe is his to honor and to defend. 
The teacher who would make bis 
scholars love their country must be 
thoroughly endowed with that love 
himself. | 

„In connection with historical read- 
ing. there should be interwoven the 
gems of patriotic literature, with 
which our age abounds.”’ 

The speaker is an ardent advocate 
of a national educational system. He 
believes thut to be a united Union” 
we should have one course of instruc- 
tion as well as one flag. He culled at- 
tention to the National University, 
and believed it a grand step in elevat- 
ing and advancing the profession. 

ore time should be spent in incul- 
cating upon the minds of the pupils 
the principles of patriotism, so that 
the coming generation may be less 
susceptible to bribery, either as jurors 
or electors of our great country.

it be drew up the following message: 


To the Honorable Council of the City 
of Los Angeles: The action of your honor- 
able body at your last meeting in approving 
the contract and bond for the loaning of the 
city funds has been thwarted by proceed- 
ings in the courts enjoining the Treasurer 
from paying over the money to the City 
Bauk in pursuance of that contract. Mean- 
while the banks now holding the city muney 
will continue to loan the same, using the 
proceeds to fight us with. In fighting your 
enemy, if you mean war, cut off their sup- 
plies at the earliest opportunity, use such 
Weapons as are in your power to disarm 
them, and to that end 1 would withdraw 
forthwith from their possession the funds 
wherewithal they wage this shameless war 
against the city. I call your attentien to 
this matter at this time because 1 see with 
regret that the Finance Committee has 
today been granted further time to re- 

rt on the bids fer furnishing 

city with a safe. What is there 
so important in the purchase of a 
safe for the City Treasurer that it requires 
week after week to enable this committee 
to report? One whole year’s interest on the 
public money has been lost to the city by 
this reference to committees, and the grant- 
ing of continuances, and are we to repeat 
the same and thereby lose another year’s 
interest by further continuances? Every 
officer of the city almost is provided with a 
safe except the Treasurer, who most of all 
should have one, but when it comes to pur- 
chasing a safe for his office, it is a question 
of such paramount importance that it will 
report 
on the bids already received’ Judging 
from the time required to do this, how long 
will itbe before we will be able to with- 
draw this money from the possession of 
these banks, and thatisthe only practica- 
dle way to divest this combination of the 
great season they manifest in the mone- 
tary affairs of the city at this time; can it 
be possible that the purpose of 
these continuavces is to furnish our 
enemy with supplies to fight us? 
By continuing them in the possession 
thereot that is undoubtedly the effect of 
this 1 whatever its purpose 
may be; corroborative of which is the fact 
that the safe loaned by Judge Redick, 
which would furnish us the safest deposi- 
tory in the city, is not accepted—being 
accepted, the city money would have to be 
planed therein.
